Howe Minimizes 
Farmers’ Strike 


VANCOUVER, (CP) Wide- 
spread strikes in Canada are “hold- 
ing the country back worse than the 
war ever did,” Reconstruction Mini- 


* 


ster Howe said here Sunday. 

Mr, Howe minimized the ex- 
tent and seriousness of the 
Alberta farm strike. “The only 
people the strikers are really 
hurting is themselves.” 

The steel strike in particular, he 
said, has damaged the Canadian 
economy more seriously than any- 
thing else in history. 

“The motor industries have been 
cut almost to a standstill. The 
shipyards have been hurt. So has 
the oil industry. So has building— 
even house building—through the 
shortage of nails, 

“The strike has also serously af- | 
fected Canada’s export trade in 
cars, locomotives and & wide variety 
of other products.” 

Mr. Howe came here on the in- 
augural test flight of Trans- Cana- 
da airlines’ new four-engined 40- 
passenger “North Star” aircraft 
from Montreal to Santa Monica, 
Calif, 

Mr. Howe defended the record of 
Wartime Housing corporation. He 
denied a report published in Tor- 
onto that only 16 houses had been 
finished out of 4,300 started by the 
government-backed firm thus far 
this year. 

At the same time it could not be 
fgnored the holdover of uncomple- 
ted houses by the year-end would 
be much worse than had been ex- 
pected. He blamed most of this on 
acute shortages of materials, es- 
pecially wiring and piping. 


Demands Trieste 
Be ‘Truly Free’! 


PARIS, (AP)—Senator Tom Con- 
nally of the United States, reply- 
ing to Foreign Minister Molotov of 
Russia, Monday demanded that the 
peace conference establish Trieste | 
as a truly free state, independent | 
of both Yugoslavia and Italy. | 


Citing the principles on Trieste 
acreed upon by the foreign minis- 
ters’ council, Connally asserted | 
these agreements should be honored | 
for the sake of peace. 

“Let us make Trieste the symbol 
of peace and security in the world,” | 
the Texas senator urged. 

Earlier, in an hour-long speech 
to the Italian political commission, 
Deputy Premier Edvard Kardelj of | 
Yugoslavia declared the western 
powers were attempting “to draw 
a heavy fron curtain around the 
Mediterranean sea.” 

Continuing the Slav bloc cam- 
paign for a dominant Yugoslav 
position in the projected free ter- 
ritory of Trieste, Mr. Kardelj said 
Britain and the United States were 
opposing Slay demands simply to 
protect their rights and privileges 
in the Mediterranean. 

Kardelj spoke in support of Yugo- | 
slav proposals which would place 
Trieste within a Yugoslav customs, 
monetary and diplomatic union, 
while its government would be es- 
tablished by an international “Big 
Four commission.

625,000 Residents 
Alberta Estimate

OTTAWA,.—With the bureau of 
Statistics busy putting the final 
touches on the semi-decennial cen- | 
sus figures just secured from 
the prairie provinces, unofficial 
“guesses” are that prairie popula- 
tions are up about five percent, 

Worst casualty is Saskatchewan, 
where from a 1931 population of 
921,000 Saskatchewan dropped to 
896,000 in 1941. Lowest ebb was in 
1943 with 842,000. It is believed 
that the total this year might creep 
back to 860,000. 

Manitoba had a population of 
730,000 in round numbers five years 
ago. It is estimated that it might 
attain 740,000 in the new census. 

Alberta may make a little bet- 
ter showing, going from 796,000 
in 1941 to perhaps 825,000 this 
year, 

Officials are waiting until work 
on the prairie census is checked 
and re-checked, and they do not 
believe an official figure will be 
available till near the end of the 
month, 


Provincial treasury officials said 
Monday that Alberta may benefit 
by $177,500 in federal grants if the 
1946 official census figures show the 
population of the province exceeds 
800,000, Certain otner grants now 
being made by the dominion are

NORFOLK, Va.—The Norwegian

All the men were Norwegians and 
all appeared to be in “good to fair” 
condition, a message said. 

Coast guard headquarters here 
said they believed there were 38 men 
aboard the Marit II when she foun- 
dered. 

Survivors aboard the Pan Amoco 
had messaged the coast guard 
earlier that they believed three of 
their ship's company were on the 
raft but that 19 others perished 
when the ship cracked in two in the 
stormy seas, 

Lt.-Cmdr, Gilbert R. Evans re- 
ported from his search plane to his 


coast guard headquarters there that 
he sighted an oil slick extending for 
35 miles but no sign of the ship 
sections. He said also he saw an 
empty life raft near the site of the 
Marit’s crackup shortly before the 
coast guard ordered its planes to 
return to base at sundown. The 
aerial search was resumed Monday. 
The Marit II, built in 1922, sailed 
from Curacao, Netherlands West 
Indies, for New York Aug. 21 with a| 
presumable cargo of fuel oil.

Swedes ‘Make’ Tropical Soil; 


Doubles Size of Vegetables 


By Howard W. Byakeslee | 
CHICAGO, (AP)—A report that 
the Swedish government has creat- 
ed some tropical soil north of 
Stockholm that doubles the size of 
tomatoes and peas was made Fri- 
day by Dr. Gustov Egloff, world- 
famous petroleum chemist. 


The tropical soil is a by-product 
of a commercial plant getting oil 
from shale, Dr. Egloff said at the 
American Chemical society meeting. 

He said during the war Sweden 
had neither coal nor oi] and was 
forced to burn wood, and that even 
great piles of straw were fed to 
industrial furnaces. The govern- 
ment thereupon set up the shale 
oil project. 

Four methods were used by the 
Swedes to get oil from shale, three 
by ordinary mining, and the fourth 
by the system that created the un- 
expected by-product of a tropical 
soil. In this system, holes about 
two inches in diameter were drilled 
through 25 feet of ordinary soil, 


and through 50 feet of underlying 
shale.

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"tts ecun To an 
Milk Supply is Vital 

Children have nothing to do with the 
question of setting up a commission to in- 
vestigate farm product prices. It is cruel 
and unjust to city children, as well as illegal, 
tu interrupt the movement of milk from 
farms and country shipping points to Ed- | 
monton and other centres. 

That is also the worst possible strategy 
on the part of members of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Union, Nothing could more surely 
or completely alienate sympathy from them, | 
becloud the object they have in view, and 
bring their organization into disrepute in 
town and country. To penalize babies is 
the surest way to stir hot resentment in the 
minds of decent people of all classes and call- | 
ings. If the directors of the non-delivery 
Strike are wise they will steer their organiz- 
ation away from such tactics as fast and as 
far as they know how. 

Edmonton’s city council has asked that | 
police forces be strengthened throughout the | 
country, sufficiently to give full protection to | 
milk producers who want to ship their milk 
to this and other centres. Council did not 
act on an abstract assumption that this 
protection might be required. Council was 
told by an official of the producers’ associat- 
jon that some of these are being intimidated 
into holding back supplies. 

That being so, the request of council should 
be complied with, promply and amply. Milk 
js vital to the health of children, the aged 
and the ailing. With the free movement of 
that commodity to urban centres no man 
should be allowed to arbitrarily interfere, 
either by threatening the producer or by 
overt act. Police forces should be as strong, | 
and police surveillance as broad, as may be 
required to give complete and assured pro- 
tection to producers and handlers who keep 
this essential food moving to the consuming 
centres in full normal supply. 


Savings Bonds Coming 
Despite the higher cost of living, most 
Canadians who are at work are earning 
something more than they have to spend 
for current needs; and nearly all of working 
age and fitness are at work, excepting 
those who are on strike and those who are 
held up by scarcity of materials due to oth- 


ers being on strike. 

The cars, homes, equipment, for which 
thousands of people made extra efforts to 
save money during the war are not yet 
available. The age of plenty has not arrived 
yet. There is no indication as to when the 
long-expected “flood” of done-without 
things will come on the market. 

This being the case, the person who saved 
through the war years for some specific 
purpose may just as well go on saving. The 
alternative is to waste. The one who saves 
in hope of building up a reserve fund for 
future need has of course the same incentive 
now that he had while the battles were rag- 
ing. Perhaps as he looks over the produc- 
tion scene and the field of international pol- 
litics the incentive will be even stronger 
than it was then. 

There will be country-wide interest there- 
fore in the news that Dominion savings 
bonds are to be put on the market at the 
middle of October. The terms and condi- 
tions have not been given out, What may be 
hoped is that when the bonds are put on 
sale, the sale will be continuous, 

The experiment in wartime savings cer- 
tificates showed that a multitude of people 
appreciated—and used—the opportunity to 
drop into a bank each month or so and 
buy one of these securities, They will re- 
act in the same way if the new savings bonds 
are made purchaseable over the counter 
whenever one happens to have some spare 
cash on hand,

Immigrants and Settlers 

Whatever views one holds on _ Oriental 
immigration, a news item from Vancouver 
a few days ago compels notice. It was the 
statement of the Chinese consul there that 
more than three hundred Chinese have eal- 
led, at his office alone, in a single month to 
arrange for pas home, 

It appears now the war is over, and ob- 
stacles to travel slightly abated, some of 
our Chinese settlers are retiring to live on 
their Canadian-made competence. Others 
are simply revisiting their homes, as is the 
legitimate aspiraton of every immigrant at 
least once in a lifetime. Some left wives and 
possibly families in China to whom the Can- 
adian law denies admission. 

After experience with a few generations 
of Chinese immigrants, few Canadians wil] 
assert that they are not law-abiding, at least 
as honest as the average amongst their 
Occidental brothers, or in any way undesir- 
able except as they interrupt the ethhic 
scheme of building the future Canadian 
race, Yet, although some have been for- 
tunate enough to acquire wives of their own 
race born in Canada—and a few of them 
wives of our race—the legal barrier against 
Chinese families does not encourage settle- 
ment, whatever inducement there may be to 
immigration, For it is assumed that a Set- 
tler is one who settles

Dr. Whitton Visiting City 
To Mobilize Anglican Women

There are 200,000 women of the 
Anglican faith who are not in the 
church and 200,000 women of casual 
faith, 
to bring into active ' co-operation 
in the church. 

AS DR. WHITTON was leaving 
the synod of the Anglican Church 
in Canada, which met in Winnipeg 
last week, she was impressed with 
the idea that of all the revolutions 
economic and political, there is no 
revolution so far-reaching as that in 
the change of status of women the 
world over. She said that no go- 
vernment or social institution or 
any of the churches have yet grasp- 
ed or adapted themselves to the 


significance of this revolution of 
women, 
She said that with the economic 


and political revolution of women 
the world over governments must 
come into the lives of the people 
It is probable in a day of such inter- 
locking of scientific and economic 
developments that to assure a mini- 
mum of opportunity at least for all 
the population, the government may 
have to be present in the active life 
of the people 

“THE PEOPLE will have to con 
tro] the government as that is the 
only way to keep from a dictator- 
ship otherwise we will move rapidly 
towards the very type of totalitar- 
ian rule that we have been fighting 


against.” she said. 
“And the greatest single new 


force that can hold the gvernment 
and kéep its humane and practical 
aspects is the revolution of women, 
who have not yet registered their
